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MINGLED with the gratification over the set- 
tlement of the difficulty between the Boston 
telephone operators and the employing com- 
pany there was an unavoidable questioning 
whether the committee of the eniployees had 
not consented to a feature that was objec- 
tionable in the inclusion of an agreement to 
accept a bonus at the end of the vear in leu 
of increase in the weekly pay. The opera- 
tors have rejected that item in the settlement 
and are entitled to credit for their discrimination. The remaining 
value in the agreemnent, and what gave it the substance of worth at 
the outset, is, we think, in the institution of a committee to handle 
differences as they may arise. ‘There may be a query, even here, as 
to the probable efficiency of the committee as constituted to bring 
about a final solution of difficulties. but it nav safely be referred to 
the future. It is worth much to have the tribunal arranged and 
the principle of arbitration recognized. 

The bonus plan had on its face the aspect of conferring a favor 
rather than of granting a just increase in pay. It flew in the face 
of what has been obtained through agitation and legislation in the 
way of the weekly tull payment of wages. The wage, according to 
Massachusetts law, is paid each week and the delivery of a sum of 
money at the end of a year of service is both technically and actually 
some other thing than a wage-payment. The objection to it. is, 
however, in its violation of those right relations between employer 
and employed which all the advance in regulation of them has sought 
tio bring about. It contained the clear element of a continuing 
obligation, an obligation on the part of the emplover other than the 
payment oi wages, and so a confusing if not a corrupting one: and 
an obligation on the part of the employee somewhat in the nature 
of gratitude tor a tavor. Just there it was objectionable from 
every standpoimt. It was a favor, a gratuity, a reward of merit, a 
generous tp, a gitt. No one needs to have advanced far in com- 
prehension of the right relations between the parties to a labor con- 
tract to appreciate the fact that a wage Is not any one of these things 
and cannot be permitted to take on the color of any one of them 
without a compromise of the simple justice and fairness and clean- 
cut understanding which the wage relation should carry. 

The ultimate interest of society in the right adjustment of wages 
is in constant peril of demal through the contusion of charity and 
eratitude, tavor and condescension, and grand ventures of legisla- 
ion. Magnrhicent gifts of men whose wealth bears marks of a 
proht trom the poorly paid workman are too often designed to bal- 
ance the heavv charges of an accumulated account. This phase of 
the matter is enough under discussion to give a hope that it will 
not long dazzle eves that need their clear sight to bring about right 
courses of reform. But the legislative activity along a score of lines 
of public rectification is leading to the notion that pensions, and insti- 
tutions of care and comfort, and provisions for plav places and warm 
luncheons are corrective of wage arrangements that are not just. A 
western paper recently published a working-woman's. refusal to 
accept some perfumed giit of public favor on the ground that she 
asked no consideration éxcept that her husband be paid wages enough 
co that she would not have to drudge to aid in the family’s support. 
she touched the tault in much of the current endeavor, 

Because, in the proposal of the bonus at the vear’s end, the tele- 
phone settlement came near adding to the contusion of the right and 
fairness of Jabor adjustments, the operators have placed themselves 
in the publics debt of gratitude. Distribution of a large sum of 
money at the vear’s end might be foreseen as the opportunity for a 
fine addition to the employing company’s publicity. It will derive 
a less spectacular but fully as enduring a claim to credit by the equal 
increase of wages that are admitted to be on too low a level.

But why processions? Or why processions save on the very 
rarest occasions? What object is gained by them? Of what “ise 
are they to participants or spectators? The fact is not overlooked 
here that there are large numbers of people in every communitv— 
that there are thousands of people in some communities, tens of 
thousands in others—who have a strong desire to parade or to wit- 
ness parades. But when all is said, these constitute only a traction 
of every community. If there are tens ot thousands addicted to 
the procession habit, there are hundreds of thousands who are not, 
and the majority in this, as in all cases, should be considered. — Stiil 
thessentiment or longing of the minority should not be altogethér 
ignored. Considering that great numbers of people like to parade, 
and.that great numbers of people like to witness parades, would it
